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Israel Government Breaks Up 
Sternists, Irgum in Killer Hunt 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The Israeli Government, moving swiftly to 
punt down the killers of Count Folke Bernadotte, pressed a cam- 
paign this week to erase the peril of armed dissidents once and for all. 

Backed by a shocked public opinion, the Israeli Government, 
under emergency regulations, placed bani ee Jews of new Jeru- 


galem under house arrest, halted 
gil traffic in its territory and 
rounded up 200 of the estimated 
490 members of the Stern group. 

The killers were members of 
the Homeland Front, a splinter, 
uitra-terrorist element of the 
Sternists. 

Convinced that the killers were 
among those seized, the Govern- 
ment then lifted the house cur- 
few and permitted normal move. 
ment but maintained a _ close 
watch on airports and seaports. 

The Irgun Zvai Leumi, larger 
of the two armed groups, recent- 
ly formed a political arm, the 
Freedom Movement but retained 
its weapons and freedom of ac 
tion in Jerusalem 

Irgun Dissolves 

Bowing to intense governmen: 
tal pressure, the Irgun  an- 
nounced its dissolation and pre- 
pared to yield its arms. In raids 
on Stern bases in Jerusalem, 
Israel security forces seized 
mough arms for a battalion. 

Israel officials called the dou- 
blé murders an attack on the 
authority of the United Nations 
‘and a calculated assault on the 
sovereignty of Israel.” 

Nathan Friedman YvYellin, 
Stern commander, and Dr. 
Israel] Scheib, his political aid, 
reportedly fled to an unknown 
destination. The leaderless 
Sternists then announced their 
dissolution as a separate mili- 
tary organization. { 

Most of those captured were 
taken to an Israeli army base 
at Jaffa, where the Government 
planned’'a meeting at which wit- 
nesses to the assassination, in- 
duding UN personnel, would ex- 
amine the suspects.

Observers said any hope of 
either group that it could con- 
tinue activities based on military 
organization had been wiped out 
in the swift Israel seizure of its 
opportunty. 


Last June, the Irgun sought 
to strengthen its military arm 
by running a gun-loaded boat 
into Israel during the first UN 
truce. The Israel Government 
smashed the attempt and the 
Irgun shortly thereafter an- 
nounced it would do its fight- 
ing against the Government 
with ballots and not bullets. 


Much of the strength of the 
Irgun and to a lesser extent of 
the Sternists had come from the 
U. S., where front organizations 
have collected funds and _ be 
labored the Israeli, Government. 


Artillery Duel 


Rocks Jerusalem 

JERUSALEM — The heaviest 
artillery duel here since a truce 
for Jerusalem was officially de- 
clared July 17 marked the day 
after the assassination of Count 
Folke Bernadotte. 

Medium artillery and mortars 
roared through part of the night. 
Arab Legion guns opened fire and 
Israeli artillery returned it. 


Despite the intensity of the 
shelling, no casualties were re- 
ported. After the tremendous 


duel died down, intermittent shell- 
fire and machine gunning went 
on throughout the night.

Decade of Work by U.S. Zionists 


Needed For Secure Israel—ZOA

the Zionist Organization of America this week warned American Jewry that the struggle to win com. 
plete security for the Jewish State might require another decade of Zionist labors.

The top brains of the ZOA also 
took first steps to prepare for any 
attempt by foes of Israel to use 
the assassinations in their fight. 
ZOA officials joined the judge- 
ment of the world in condemning 
the murders as a “dastardly, 
criminal act.” 

They added a prompt warning 
that every caution should be ex- 
ercised to prevent the tragedy 
from being converted into another 
weapon for anti-Zionist forces, 
particularly in the U, S. State De- 
partment. 

Leaders at the special meeting 
included Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, 
President Emanuel Neumann, 
Dr. Israel Goldstein and others 
who recently returned from a 
meeting of the World Zionist Ac- 
tions committee in Israel. 


Hit Bunche 

They struck back swiftly at 
charges by Dr. Ralph Bunche, U. 
S. truce observer and provisional 
successor to the martyred Bern- 
adotte. Bunche had charged Isra- 
el with full responsibility in the 
twin killings and added that For- 
eign Minister Moshe Shertok’s 
recent criticism of the truce was 
an instigation to the killings. 

Dr. Silver, in a major address, 
assailed Bunche’s “unwarranted” 
charges, and said that the respon- 
sibility for protecting the life of 
a representative of the United 
Nations is the responsibility of 
the UN primarily. 

“I am inclined to think that Mr. 
Bunche has ended his usefulness 
as a possible mediator in the sit- 
uation,” Dr. Silver said, 

In view of what he called “the 
critical political situation accen- 
tuated by the killing of Count 
Bernadotte,” Neumann bluntly 
said that “the job of American 
Zionists will not be completed for 
another decade,”

ASSASSINATION HAS WEAKENED 
ISRAEL UN CHANCES, BELIEF 


PARIS—The evidence mounted this week, as the third Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Nations prepared to take up the Pales- 
tine issue again, that the assassination of Count Bernadotie had 
weakened the bargaining position of the Israeli. 

The discussion on the future of Pulestine was _Beared to the

and a free port at Haifa and a 
free airport at Lydda. 
Could Bargain 

Since the Israeli now hold 
western Galilee by military con- 
quest and had beaten all in- 
vading forces except the Arab 
Legion of King Abdullah of 
Transjordan, they had been in 
am excellent opsition to retain 
both Galilee and the Negev as 


well as to bid for inclusion of 
new Jerusalem in the Jewish 
State. 

Though the first reaction of 
the U. S. State Department to 
the news of the assassination 
was to indicate that it saw no 
connection between the murder 
and the issue of U. S. recogni- 


tion of Israel, subsequent re 
actions were less promising. 
Refuse Membership 
There were suggestions at

DENVER—Rabbi William F. 
Rosenblum of New York, presi- 
dent of the Synagogue Council 
of America, and a founder of the 
American Council for Judaism, 
told The Post this week he has 
split with the Council because of 
fundamental differences in policy. 

He called the Council’s contin- 
ued opposition to the State of Is- 
rael “out of place in a democracy, 
where the minority abides by the 
majority decision. A _ decision 
has been made and it is the Coun- 
cil’s democratic duty to abide by 
it.” 


Rabbi Rosenblum’s resignation 
was the latest in a series touched 
off by proclamation of the Jewish 
State and de facto recognition of 
Israel by the United States. 

The New York rabbi, who is a 
member of the Anti-Defamation 
League’s national program 
Planning committee, said the 
ADL is studying the impact of 
Israel on the American people. 

Speaking at a fund-raising din- 
ner of the United Jewish Appeal 
here, the rabbi told his audience 
of a transatlantic telephone call 
he had made to Bishop Oxnam at 
the recent world assembly of 
ehurches at Amsterdam, Rabbi 
Rosenblum said he proposed a 
resolution on steps to be taken 
against anti-Semitism, 


The proposal, supported by key- 
note speaker John Foster Dulles, 
was incorporated in a resolution 
by the assembly, urging its mem- 
bers to join all existing agencies 
in the fight against anti-Semitism.

Jewish Newsman

Times Expert Sees 
Russ Change On Arabs 


NEW YORK—(WNS)—The So- 
viet shift on policy regarding the 
future of disposition of the Ital- 
ian colonies in Africa “could be 
indicative’ of a new Russian 
policy toward the Arab world,” 
C. L. Sulzberger, Times corre- 
spondent, reported this week 
from Paris. 


According to reports from Lon- 
don, Sulzberger stated, Daniel S. 
Solod, Soviet Minister to Syria, 
prior to his departure from Da- 
mascus, “had _ several secret” 
meetings with Syrian leaders. As 
a result of these conferences, he 
said, rumors are circulating that 
“a brand new Moscow policy to- 
ward the Arabs was contemplat- 
ed,” and that “an arrangement 
was now under discussion in the 
Kremlin whereby bases might be 
granted to the Soviet Union in 
Syria in exchange for tacit as- 
sistance against the new Zionist 
state of Israel.” 


Stressing that “it is considered 
most unlikely” that these rumors 
are well founded Sulzberger 
pointed out that they can never- 
theless “act as a threat to the 
United States, forcing Washing- 
ton to dilute its assistance to Is- 
rael in order to maintain what is 
left of its position in strategical- 
ly important Arab lands—thus 
benefitting the Soviet position at 
Tel Aviv.” Secondly, he said, 
“they could benefit the Soviet in 
the Arab world by obtaining 
eredence among Arab groups of 
alleged Soviet deep-rooted friend- 
ship.” 


Charge Romania 
Perseculing Jews 


WASHINGTON — Communist- 
dominated Romania is persecut- 
ing its Jews religiously and eco- 
nomically and at the same time 
refusing them permission to leave 
the country for Israel, the Ameri- 
can Jewish League Against Com- 
munism charged this week. 

The League, in a letter to Ro- 
manian Minister Mihai Ralea, 
charged that Chief Rabbi Safran 
of Bucharest escaped abroad by 
going “on a mission” and failing 
to return. 

A rigged election was held and 
a new rabbi was publicly in- 
stalled, guarded by military offi- 
cers, the letter asserted. ° 

The League charged that Com- 
munist ideologies are being 
forced on the Jewish population 
although most of them are anti- 
Communist and “all this is with 
the consent of Anna Pauker, for- 
eign minister of Romania and 
secretary of the Romania Com- 
munist party, who happens to be 
the daughter of a rabbi, but who 
has renounced religion.” 

The League asserted that most 
of the Romanian Jews are being 
pauperized by expropriation of 
property. The League said that 
passports are given only to those 
over 60 and have a visa from an- 
other country. There are very 
few Romanian Jews in thie eate- 
gory, the League said. ;

YS never heard of Daniel Persky unless you are a graduate or 
former pupil of the Herzliah College, or a former Pupil of 
Persky, in private tuition, like Emanuel Neumann, or one of 
who go to Jewish meetings in New York and see him there, sittj 
at the press table and always talking in the middle of somebody’, 
speech, or a reader of the weekly “Hadoar,” or an old-time Ame 
Hebraist. Or less likely, you may happen to remember my colump 
about Daniel Persky way back. 

Anyway, Persky now published a new book, entitle Ivri 
Anochi (I am a Hebrew), in which he reveals himself most intimately 
to his readers. I should have written about that book as soon as | 
got it—I was the first one to receive a copy—but I have been 80 
busy writing about politics in this column, that I kept on Postponing 
from week to week. Here goes:

IN HIS DEDICATION, Persky addresses himself to “The fe 
brew Reader a Hundred Years from Now.” In the year 2057 or 
2058, somebody in Israel may stumble across an old book with Yel. 
low leaves (paper these days ain’t what it used to be) in a library 
in some town or village, written in quaint archaic Hebrew—Persky’; 
volume. To this reader Persky says: 

“The author of this book has been rotting in his grave for 
quite a while and even his tombstone may no longer be stand. 
ing. But before his death he felt envious of you, that you had 
the privilege to be born during the glorious era of the full cop. 
summation of the Zionist dream... . But you on your part, may 
feel envious of the author, who belonged to the age of those 
who dreamed and hoped, and toiled and grappled with the efforts 
of bringing about the realization of the age-long goal... . 

“Among the many books telling of the men who toiled for the 
rebirth and sowed the seeds of it in tears, whose lives were spent 
in unquenched yearning and unfulfilled desire, the present book 
will teach you about a small tribe in Israel gone insane with the 
love for the Hebrew tongue and for its revival, a love that knew 
no end, a love that became a cult ., .” 

No other Jew in America has made the Hebrew language that 
which he describes in the last words as Daniel Persky.

SOME TIME AGO I WROTE in my column about a comprehen. 
sive sixteen-volume encyclopedia in the Hebrew language to be pub 
lished in Jerusalem, the first volume of which is just about ready, 
There is a dramatic story connected with this project, 

Hebrew newspapers from Tel-Aviv just received speak of this 
project as being realized among conditions unknown in history. The 
conditions are: the siege of Jerusalem, the hunger, the isolation 
from the outside world, the death at the hands of Arabs of four of 
the chief editors, the mobilization by the Israel army of many of 
the writers. The siege of Jerusalem postponed the publication of 
the first volume from April to Rosh Hashonah. As an added pre 
caution, they are printing the Encyclopedia both in Jerusalem ani 
in Tel Aviv. 

It is an ambitious undertaking—not just another Encyclopedia 
only in Hebrew. It is going te excel the Brittanica which is gettin 
stale and in which the article on atomic energy is a reprint, without 
changes, from the 1927 edition, despite the revolutionary change 
which have taken place in that science in the past few years. 

Six hundred scholars from all over the world, including 2 
Nobel Prize winners, are writing for the Encyclopedia, The only 
scholar who was approached by the editors and refused to 
operate, was a baptized Jew, who said he was not interested in an 
Encyclopedia published in a language that has been dead for 2,00 
years now. 
“™ But the Encyclopedia is going to have a Jewish slant, Te 
Roman emperors, Titus and Hadrian, pictured as benefactors of 
humanity in non-Jewish books, are reshaim (wicked men) in Jew 
ish tradition.

pecause he is “deeply out of sympathy with the present policy of 


the ZOA.” 

“J did not make this decision 
suddenly but after a great deal 
of prayerful and painful 
thought,” Rabbi Heller, a for- 
mer chairman of the Adminis- 
trative Council of the ZOA and 
member of its executive com- 
mittee, wrote Frymer,. 

“y find I am so deeply out of 
sympathy with the present pol- 
icy of the ZOA, with the alliance 
it has made, with the stand it has 
taken in regard to Eretz Israel, 
that I can no longer identify my- 
self with it.” he wrote. 

“On the other hand, all that I 
know, and all that I have seen 
with my own eyes, convinces me 
that the Histadrut represents the 
future of our people in the land,” 
he wrote. The Histadrut is the 
general confederation of labor 
unions in Israel and exercises a 
dominant influence on social and 
economic policy there. 

Spirit of Justice 

“] like the spirit of justice and 
jdealism that characterizes the 
Histadrut,” he said. “While I am 
fully aware of its inadequacies 
and its defects, which stem in 
large measure from its transi- 
tional stage in the history of our 
people in Eretz Israel, it seems 
tome to have made a magnificent 
beginning in the right direction.” 

Reports that Rabbi Heller 
was dissatisfied with the pres- 
ent policies of the ZOA cropped 
up this spring when it was 
learned that former ZOA lead- 
ers planned to set up a formal 
opposition group. 

This later emerged as the Com- 
mittee for Progressive Zionism, 
which has sharply attacked the 
present ZOA _ leadership on 
charges of reactionary trends and 
hostility to the dominant labor 
movement in Israel. 

Not In CPZ 

Rabbi Heller abstained from 
any affiliation with the CPZ but 
never explained publicly why he 
did not feel that the CPZ would 
assist in defeating the trends in 
the ZOA to which he objected. Ru- 
mors began to spread in May and 
June that he had decided to affili- 
ate with the LZOA, the American 
counterpart of the Mapai, lead- 
ing labor party in Israel, of which 
Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion 
is leader, 

Heller has been active in Jew- 
ish communal life, including 
chaimanship of the United Jew- 
ish Appeal and of the United Pal- 
estine Appeal. 

Active Worker 

He was a member of the com- 
mittee which revised the Union 
Prayer Book and Union Hymnal. 
He is rabbi of Isaac M. Wise Tem- 
ple, a leading reform congrega- 
tion, 

For four years he was a mem- 
ber of the Cincinnati Board of 
Education, an elective position, 
and a founder and president of 
the Cincinnati Peace League.

Congregation Raids 

CHICAGO—“I am in business. 
When I need business I go after 
it. A congregation is a business. 
We need members and therefore 
I am talking to you.” 

Those words were quoted in the 
column of a Chicago Sentinal 
columnist last week as the phi- 
losophy of a Chicago congrega- 
tion official who sought to per- 
suade an affiliated Jew to join 
the official’s congregation. 

Dr. George Fox, writing in 
his “Watch Tower,” described 
such tactics as “pirating” and 
asserted that raids by Chicago 
congregations on each others 
staff personnel as well as mem- 
bers are being made. 

He said one congregation had 
lost three of its Sunday school 
teachers to another, despite an 
agreement against such raiding. 

“The organist of a congregation 
was offered a position in another, 
but was more honorable than the 
congregation and _ refused to 
leave,” Dr. Fox declared. 


British Stop All Aid 
To Aden Jews-WJC 


NEW YORK—The British ad- 
ministration of Aden was charged 
this week with ending all help to 
the 6,000 Jews in that country 
who suffered extensive losses in 
the pogrom of last Dec. 2 and 
with failure to provide security 
for those Jews. 

The World Jewish Congress 
asserted that kidnappings of 
Jewish children and violent anti- 
Jewish propaganda continues. 
The Congress also charged that 
the British Administration has 
failed to fulfil its promise of last 
December to idemnify the Aden 
Jewish community for its losses 
of 140 killed and wounded, one-

Robert G. Connolly of Jamaca 
Plain, bitter foe of the Massach- 
usetts FEPC who last year intro- 
duced a bill to abolish the act, 
was beaten in the state primary 
this week.

“wrong in principle.” He again 
attacked Jews and Negroes and 
“so-called liberals.” 


His. defeat in the primary by 
two comparatively unknown can- 
didates had not been forecast by 
the political experts. Friends re- 
sorted Connolly was “stunned” by 
the vote.

Israel-Bound DPs

CINCINNATI — “The joy of 
the Jews who are leaving Ger- 
many for Israel is a warm, con- 
crete thing you can feel, just like 
sunshine,” Dr. Samuel Wohl, 
Spiritual leader of the Isaac M. 
Wise temple, declared here this 
week on his return from a three- 
months overseas tour. 


‘I saw trucks, filled with sing- 
ing people, lining the streets of 
Munich and Hamburg. The Jews 
were feeling joy and hope for the 
first time in many, many years. 

“And I saw other groups 
landing in Haifa, where they 
were received with open arms 
by their Israeli friends and rela- 
tives. I saw reunions of fam- 
ilies, long separated by barbed 
wire at Dachau and Belsen and 
later on at Cyprus. The Jews 
who come to Israel are trans- 
formed,” he said. 


“For so many years they’ve 
been receivers of harsh blows 
from the Germans and then char- 
ity from the Allies. For the first 
time many of them are again be- 
coming producers and givers,” he 
said.

The life sentence of Frau Koch, convicted of unbelievably sadis- 
tic practices against thousands of Dachau concentration camp ine 


mates, waS commuted to four 
years by the U: S. Military Gov- 
ernment. 

She was accused of having 
used the skin of camp inmates 
to make lampshades, and other 
abominable cruelties. 

U. S., British and French per- 
sonnel in Germany responded 
with bitterness to the decision. 

Commies Gleeful 

The world Communist press 
lost no time in exploiting the 

case as proof of Anglo-American 
leaning toward the Nazis. 


The Deputy Judge Advcate is- 
sued a statement saying that af- 
ter a review of the Koch case, 
the evidence did not warrant im- 
prisonment for life. 

Eugene Dennis, Communist 
party leader in the U. S., joined 
in the world-wide Communist 
party protests, asserting that re- 
duction of Frau Koch’s sentence 
“brutally expresses the betrayal 
of everything millions died for to 
stamp out the Fascist terror.” 

Observers acquainted with con- 
ditions in Soviet concentration 
camps agreed that the Commu- 
nist uproar was purely for propa- 
ganda purposes but indicated re- 
gret that the Russians had been 
given the opportunity.

Dr. Goldman has dedicated his

DALLAS, Tex.—The Jewish community of 


Dallas began a determined effort this week to 
compel a minimum Jewish education for a 
maximum of its Bar Mitzvah applicants. + 

The United Hebrew Schools of Dallas, rep- 
resenting the consolidated education organiza- 
tion for all congregations, adopted a resolution 
that “henceforth, the policy, in respect to Bar 
Mitzvah preparation, will be that of a minimum 
of three years Hebrew School training, or the 
equivalent, thereof, be required before starting 
a boy’s Bar Mitzvah preparation. 

Dr. Israel H. Weizfeld, chairman of the 
Board of Education, said that under the new 
rule, a comprehensive Jewish knowledge will 
be expected of Bar Mitzvah candidates. 

The program will not actually force Bar Mitz- 
vah applicants to have the training with the 
alternative of no ritual. Dr. Weizfeld explained 
that any boy will be able, as in the past, to ap- 
pear on week days when he is called to the 
reading of the Torah but the minimum educa- 
tional training will apply for boys who wish to 
be Bar Mitzvah on the Sabbath. 

Dr. Weizfeld said he considered the new rule 
an innovation whch would help to meet the 
charge that Hebrew schools have failed the 
present generation of Jews. The demand is now 
on the boy, he said, whereas before both the boy 
and his parents felt that his Bar Mitzvah in 
the Synagogue at a specified time was an in- 


Dallas Jewish Community Establishes 


Three-Year Education Minimum For Bar Mitzvah 


The school official pointed out that under 
those conditions, it did not matter that the 
boy had no previous training as long as he 
could get up and deliver a short speech which 
had been memorized as late as two or three 
months before the ceremony. 

“The purpose of our new policy is to em. 
phasize the fact that a basic Jewish education 
requires at least three years of Hebrew Schoo] 
attendance prior to Bar Mitzvah,” he said. 

The United Hebrew Schools currently provide 
14 classes which meet two hours each day 
after regular school. The training includes the 
Mishnah and Gemora, as well as a knowledge 
of the prophets and a study of Hebrew lan. 
guage and literature. 

The present enrollment is 250 boys ang 
girls, 65 per cent boys and 35 per cent girls, 
There are no figures on the total number of 
Jewish boys in Dallas of that age group but 
Dr. Weizfeld estimated that the number of 
boys enrolled will be approximately 25 per 
cent of those eligible. 

The resolution setting up the minimum 
standards also provides for a suitable equiv. 
alent, which means private tutors, since the 
United Hebrew Schools represent all such 
schools in Dallas. 

Dr. Weizfeld said that applicants who re. 
ceived private training must take an examina. 
tion to show that the boy has the requisite

another literary product of the 
ancient world. 

It must be related to the life 
of the people, the genius of which 
it reflected and the fate of which 
it molded. It was through the 
unique ideas of monotheism that 
Israel became a unique people so 
that the inner dynamics of 
Israel’s history constitutes a 
kind of living commentary on the 
Holy Bible. 

The moment this truth is taken 
to heart and the Bible is recog- 
nized as a bleeding chunk of life, 
not a work of art, it becames diffi- 
cult to ignore the time-transcend- 
ing impetus of its message and 
the austere beauty of its style. 
One knows then that in the pages 
of the Book, he faces the ulti- 
mate mystery of God and His 
relation to man.

For this reason, Dr. Goldman 
persistently makes light of the 
distinctions that are so dear to 
technical scholars between the 
Hebrew tribes which antedated 
Moses, the people of Israel of the 
First Commonwealth, the Judeans 
of the Second Commonwealth and 
the Jews of today. 

In illustrating a quality of 
thought or a tendency of the 
spirit, he lapses easily from the 
contemporaries of Isaiah to the 
companions of Rabbi Akiba and 
from the builders of the sanctu- 
ary in the desert to the Jewish 
artists of today, who distinguish 
themselves in the arts so gener- 
ally as innovators. 

This continuous cross-reference 
from the Bible to the life and 
thought of medieval and modern 
Jewry is but another illustration 
of the author’s intention to re- 
veal the Bible to be vital experi- 
ence, rather than conscious art, 
the pulsation of the life of the 
spirit, rather than a congolmer- 
ation of abstract reflections on 
life. 

In the past, the Bible has 
been asociated with the life of 
Israel by antisemites, who 
sought to injure Israel thra 
the destructive criticism of the 
Book, and by Jews, who sought 
to build up thenic pride thru the 
glorification of the uniqueness 
and sublimity of their people’s 
genius, as reflected in the pages 
of Holy Writ. 

Dr. Goldman again avoids both 
extremes. He points out the uni- 
versalitic orientation of the 
authors of the Bible, whose basic 
theme was the life and destiny 
of mankind as a Whole. The Book 
of Books is of the Jews and by 
the Jews, but not for the Jews 
alone. And it is precisely be-

DEATH SENTENCE 


FOR ZIONIST AID; U.S. HELP URGED 


NEW YORK—The American Zionist Emergency Council an.

Ades, a prominent Jewish merchant in Bagdad, was sentenced 
to death by an Iraqui military court on Sept. 13 and fined 5,000,000 
dinars on charges of aiding Jews in the Palestine war. 

According to an AP dispatch from Bagdad, the fine will be col- 
lected immediately but the death sentence is subject to approval of 


King Feisal II.

So 
much of our culture today is 
skimmed off the surface of things 
and offered to us in pre-digested 
capsules, so that we have become 
unused to works which cannot 
be read without being experi- 
enced, works which challenge us 
to wrestle with our souls. In 
addition, we are prone to look 
down with contempt, from the 
high pinnacle of our mountainous 
multitude of marvelous gadgets, 
upon the writings of those who 
did not even enjoy the benefits 
of modern plumbing. Thus, many 
of our contemporaries tend to 
approach even the Bible with a 
supercilious mien, as if the Book 
and not they were on trial. It is 
to be hoped that on reading this 
excellent collection of personal 
testimonies, many men and wo- 
men will be moved to read the 
a sincere effort to reflect on its 


Bible with proper humility and in 
contents.

As to the quality of this work, 
it need only be said that the well- 
known humanity, deep wisdom 
and masterfulness of Dr. Gold- 
man’s style and _ scholarship 
achieves new heights in it.

{ Think As I Please 


"ISRAEL TESTING NEW PLAN 
FOR RESPONSIVE DEMOCRACY 


By CARL ALPERT 

“7AXROM the new Jewish State in Palestine will come ideas and 
discoveries designed to improve human relationships and 

government, and raise the standards of our civilization. What the 

Hebrew prophets of old once contrbuted to mankind, Jews can offer 

again, given the opportunity.” 

These are the familiar words which we have used for many 
years in our pro-Zionist propaganda. And we have pointed to the 
social experimentation on the cooperative and collective farms as 
the first contributions to the new and better way of life being pio- 
neered in Palestine. 

In the frame-work of the new provisional government of Israel, 
however, I find a radically startling procedure which, if successful, 
may lead to thorough revision of the processes of government ad- 
ministration as we now know them. 

& 


THE PRINCIPLE OF DEMOCRATIC government is that it, 
represents the will of the people. In practice, however, there has 
frequently been a gap between public will and the. actions of 
elected officials. Members of the legislative branch of government 
can often with impunity flout the wish of their constituents, and 
the latter have no way of making known their opinions except by 
the cumbersome and inadequate method of “writing to their Con- 
gressman.” 

The same state of affairs exists in more aggravated form 
in executive branches of the American government. It is almost 
axiomatic among students of government that the U. S. State 
Department is usually many years behind public opinion, and 
by the time the lag has been covered, the people are again pro- 
gressively away out in front. 

Short of the periodic newspaper polis on vital questions of the 
day, there is no procedure for providing any branch of the govern- 
ment with authentic information on popular opinion. The Israeli 
government, operating on the principle that no administration can 
pe truly democratic if it is detached from the people except at elec- 
tion time, is experimenting, in at least one department, with a sig- 
nificant innovation. 





THE ISRAELI MINISTRY OF DEFENSE, headed by David 
Ben-Gurion (who also holds the post of Prime Minister) is the 
civilian arm of government responsible for manpower, war ma- 
terials, and auxiliary services. It could perhaps be likened to our 
own cabinet posts of Army, Navy and Defense. Cooperating with 
this Ministry, but distinct from it, is the General Staff of the Army, 
responsible for actual military operation and administration. Be- 
tween the two they run the war and maintain the country’s fight- 
ing forces. 

It is in this field particularly that the public is most interested 
at the moment, and accordingly another body has been set up— 
the Security Commission. It has no executive authority whatsoever, 
and serves in an advisory capacity only. Its members are drawn 
from a cross-section of the population, designed to afford expres- 
sion to every point of view based on party, religion, town and city, 
ete. 

Major policy of the Defense Ministry is discussed by this 
commission from the point of view of public welfare and inter- 
est. If the commission approves the policy which has been 
adopted, the Ministry may proceed to implement it, secure, in 
the knowledge that the public will stand squarely behind them. 
This can be a source of genuine strength in the conduct of a war. 

On the other hand, should the commission disapprove, the 
Ministry has the privilege either of reviewing the policy, or of pro- 
ceeding nevertheless. If the latter, they at least know that what 
they are doing is contrary to public opinion, and they risk their 
political future accordingly.

WHAT THIS EXPERIMENT AMOUNTS TO, in effect, is the 
establishment, under official auspices, of a People’s Lobby attached 
to the Department of Defense.

SMITH CAN’T PAY LEGAL FEES; 
ATTACKED BY OTHER BIGOTS 


NEW YORK—Hate-peddler Gerald L. K. Smith, for whom busi- 
ness hasn’t been so good in recent months, is the target of a blast 
by another bigotry-monger, Elizabeth Dilling Stokes, the American 
Jewish Committee reported this week. 

In a summary of the activities of the bigots, the Committee 


said Mrs. Stokes has issued a 
pamphlet asserting that Smith 
has welched on his bills for legal 
services to Albert Dilling, Mrs. 
Stokes’ ex-husband. 


Nobody Loves Him 


In the pamphlet, Mrs. Stokes 
said a “coast to coast string of 
Christian Nationalists’ have re- 
pudiated leader Smith. She men- 
tioned such characters as Gerald 
B. Winrod, Lawrence Reilly, Up- 
ton Close, Harvey Springer and 
Fred Kister. 

She also said, according to the 
committee, that Rev. Father Ter- 
miniello sent her a copy of his 
letter of excoriation to Smith, 
which echoed all other charges 
against Smith. 

The pamphlet disclosed that 
Dilling, who acted as attorney 
for Smith in various legal mat- 
ters, filed a suit against Smith. 
Mrs. Stokes said that much of 
Smith’s 1947 collections from 
his followers were obtained “on 
the representation that Smith 
had to meet the legal expenses 
of the Smith, Kister, Terminiel- 

lo and other cases” which 

arose from disturbances at 

Smith’s uproarious Chicago 

meeting in February, 1946. 

All that Smith had paid to 
Dilling, Mrs, Stokes’ pamphlet 
said, was $500. 


Pro-Arab in L.A. 


On the West Coast, the com- 
mittee reported, a pro-Arab prop- 
agandist has been using the Pal- 
estine issue as the springboard 
for anti-Semitic harangues. 

According to the Committee, 
Salem Bader addressed an audi- 
ence of 1,000 at a meeting in Los- 
Angeles at which many Arabs 
were in attendance. He told the 
audience that he had “finally suc- 
ceeded in organizing an americaa 
non-profit organization—and the 
Voice of Arabia now exists in 


America.” 
He characterized Zionism as a 
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“world conspiracy” and made fre- 
quent references to “Jewish con- 
trol of this country” and to Zion- 
ist blackmail. This tactic was 
worked in with the line that Jews 
were communists. 

He promised extensive radio 
broadcasting and plenty of pub- 
lic meetings in order “to give the 
Arabian story to the American 
people.” A pamphlet sold at the 
meeting was called “Jewish Atro- 
cities in the Holy Land.” 

Bader came to the U. S. in 1920 
from the Near East and up until 
1943 his principal occupation was 
selling linen in Los Angeles. 
Around 1940 he began lecturing 
on the Near East and producing 
anti-Semitic pamphlets.

ASK DISCRIMINATORY QUESTIONS

CHICAGO—(NJP)—Only eight of 58 Illinois colleges and uni- 
versities surveyed recently ask no discriminatory question on ap- 


plication blanks for admission, it 


The survey was made by the Chicago Council Against Racial 
and Religious Discrimination in cooperation with the Women’s 


Council for Fair Educational 
Practices. 
Not So Pretty 

The schools included 30 non- 
sectarian and 28 sectarian col- 
Jeges and universities. 

Roosevelt college, Chicago 
Teachers college and the Uni- 
versity of Wlinois are among 
the schools which ask no ques- 
tions about race, religion or na- 
tionality. 

The survey noted that such 
questions are not considered con- 
clusive evidence of discrimina- 
tion or use of quotas. The survey, 
however, cited the recent report 
of the President’s Commission on 
Higher Education which said 
that the request for such infor- 
mation “constitutes an all but 
prima facie case that such infor- 
mation is likely to be used for 
discriminatory purposes.” 

Tech School Leads 

According to the survey, 22 per 
cent of the institutions studied 
asked five or more discrimina- 
tory questions. This group in- 
cluded the University of Chicago, 
George Williams College, Loyola 
University and Northwestern 
University. . 

The Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology led all schools in this 
group with nine such questions. 

The total number of such ques- 
tions asked by all 58 schools was 
164. Thirty-two per cent of the 
questions concerned race, 33 per 
cent religion and the rest re- 
ferred to national origin, ances- 
itry and citizenship.

The SOS said that the impend- 
ing mass emigration of DPs to

pounds of new clothing.

tion of America. 

Plans for the new program 
were outlined at a meeting of 
Haoleh, which concluded a week- 
long seminar at Loon Lake, IIL, 
of the midwest region of IZFA. 

First Members 

The first members include Wal- 
ter Simon, Eric Baum, Mr. and 
Mrs. Herzel Honor and Mr. and 
Mrs. Aryeh Simon of Chicago; 
Ahuva Ben-Brith of New York; 
Adelbert Alpert of Los Angeles; 
Jehuda Bernstein of Albuquerque 
and Mr. and Mrs. Sumner Alpert 
of Cleveland. 

It was disclosed at the seminar 
that American Zionists trained as 
city planners are seeking a site 
for the group which will permit 
transportation into Rehovot, Jeru- 
salem and Tel Aviv; that will not 
be crowded out by future indus- 
trial developments; that could 
not be better used for strictly 
farm purposes; and that will al- 
low poultry-raising as a part-time 
occupation.

Unique Dictionary 

CHICAGO—The Hebrew The-

COMMUNITY SERVICE SURE CURE 
FOR MENTAL ACHES AND PAINS

EVERAL editorials in Anglo-Jewish papers throughout the coyp. 
try have inveighed against moving the Union of Americap 
brew Congregations from Cincinnati to New York as contemptible, 
We in the hinterlands are as jealous of the institutions ang 
achievements we have built on our own that we not only hate to 
lose any, but deplore the thought of their being swallowed up in the 
big city.

O that you won’t conclude that my piece on the importance of 
home-making meant for you to refrain from all organization 
work, I bring you an excerpt from the Huntington (N. Y.) Jewish 
Center Bulletin by Rabbi Jacob J. Honig: 

It is no secret that among the women of the Sisterhood ang 
Hadassah there are the same faithful devoted souls who work fop 
both organizations and will never refuse the call to spend their 
energies on any aspect of Jewish life. With the exception of thege 
few loyal daughters of Israel who have family and business re. 
sponsibilities as well, the other women find time only for their 
families and themselves. They usually complain of aches and pains, 
of nervous exhaustion and a whole host of ills which are charag. 
teristic of leisurely people in fortunate circumstances. 

What are “fortunate circumstances?” Visit the veterans hog. 
pitals, the orphan homes, the home for the blind, and you will soon 
find out. Then it will become clear what blessing you enjoy in the 
possession of home, hearth and in the love of family. 

A striking simile well illustrates the narrow and isolationist 
existence of most women in our Jewish communities. Among the 
unclean birds enumerated in Leviticus XI, there is the Hasidah (the 
stork). The Hebrew term, Hasidah, literally means the “Pious 
One.” The rabbis explain that the bird is called the Pious One be. 
cause she shows loving kindness to her children and her associates, 
The question then is raised: “If so, why is the bird classed among 
the unclean?” And the reply is: “Because she shows loving kind. 
ness ONLY to her own and close associates.” 

Similarly, our women limit their activities to their homes ang 
their family circle in detriment to the vital work of the Sisterhood, 
the Center, our Religious School, Youth Aliyah, the Hadassah 
Hospital and all Jewish responsibilities which today are more 
pressing than ever before. At the risk of their own character de. 
velopment, they permit their individual selves and families to em. 
brace their entire existence. 

Psychiatrists say that persons whose interests extend beyond 
their own sphere hardly fall victim to mental ills. They who are 
too busy to think of themselves are not prone to suffer from hype 
chondria. 

If you want to lead a richer and full life, broaden your boun 
daries of interest. Despite occasional gripes of your husband for 
spending time outside the home, you will gain greater importance 
and respect in his eyes for your recognition of life’s wider horizons, 


HE only time I’ve ever admitted being homesick in all the 
years since I forsook home and family to follow my husband 
whither he went (1,200 miles away, to be exact) is during the High 
Holy Days. Even after this long period, there is something about 
Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur that pulls my heart homeward. 
Rosh Hashonah was always such a festive occasion. So 
many preparations. The house all slicked up, the wonderful 
aroma of home-made challa and honeycake, the coming to 
gether of the clan and beloved friends. And of couse, the care- 
ful assembling of our “best dress” and its accessories, with 
many trips to the closet to gaze and dream. 

Surely the activities connected with Rosh Hashonah—long hours 
of prayer in the synagogue, family gatherings, putting our best 
foot forward—are more suitable to usher in another year than all 
night carousing,

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MIAMI—Needs of the aged in the Jewish 
community of Greater Miami are not being 
met adequately and a long-range study has 
peen undertaken to meet the problem, the 
Greater Miami Jewish Federation announced 
this week. 

Stanley C. Myers, chairman of the community 
Janning committee of the Federation, an- 
nounced appointment of three special commit- 
tees to investigate the problem as the basis for 
a program. Morris Klass is Federation Execu- 
tive Director. 

One committee will study what various 
agencies are doing for the community’s aged 
Jews as part of their general program. The 
second committee will study the capital fund 
needs of those agencies in reference to their 
programs for the aged. The third committee 

will study the aged care programs of other 
communities and will submit a model plan 
for greater Miami. 

The Federation, in announcing the program, 
said the work of the committees would be based 
on seven conclusions: 

1, There is a demonstrated need for an in- 
stitutional program for the aged. 

2. There are enough chronically ill among the 
aged to warrant a special program of hospital 
and medical care, 

3. There is need for health and hospitaliza- 
tion services to be made available to the aged 
in low income groups, as well as to those under 
the care of welfare agencies 

4, There is need for more leisure time, health, 
religious case work, counseling and job service 
to large groups of the aged. 

5. There is need for continuous central plan- 
ning and coordination of services for the aged. 

6. There is need for lower cost housing for 
those aged who can pay in full or in part for 
their care. 

7. Adequate service by all welfare agencies 
will cut the number of applications for insti- 
tutional care. 


“TMIAMI JEWRY STUDIES CARE OF AGED; 
| PLANS PROGRAM TO COVER ALL NEEDS 


In a report to the Federation, Leo Allen, ex- 
ecutive director of the Jewish Home for the 
Aged, said the home now has a capacity resi- 
dent group of 38 persons. There are four appli- 
eants on the approved list, 20 pending applica- 
tions and a large number of applications yet 
to be reviewed. 

His report indicated that the present facili- 
ties of the home are not enough to give the 
aged the services they need. He said the 

present physical set-up is too small and 

cramped to permit a full program for the 
medical, occupational and religious needs of 
those now living in the home. 

Charles Cohen, executive director of the 
Jewish Social Service Bureau, reported that his 
organization offers casework service to the 
aged to help them find a way of living that is 
most satisfying to them. He said that the Bu- 
rea assists in the financial costs of maintaining 
the aged, from some help to a family all the 
way to total maintenance. 

He said the Bureau also helps with nursing 
home care and is trying to work out a program 
of boarding home care for the aged. He said 
housekeeping service needs to be strengthened 
for it to be available when needed in a hurry. 

Lionel Silverman, executive secretary of Mt. 
Sinai hospital, which operates the Alton road 
hospital here, said that hospital care has been 
extended to 25 residents of the home since Jan. 
1. When a projected Mt| Sinai hospital is built, 
Silverman said, its board of trustees will be 
ready ‘“‘to accept a full measure of responsibil- 
ity” for the medical care of the aged. 

The Miami YM-YWHA reported on its Golden 
Age club for men and women over 50, which 
executive director Morris Grossman said had 
won a response beyond all expectations. He 
said the club now has several hundred mem- 
bers, meets every Sunday with an average at- 
tendance of 250 and carries on a program of 
arts and crafts, folk dancing, lectures, enter- 
tainment and a library.

The Editor's Chair 

MY TRUSTED ADVISOR, 
whose identity you may be able 
to guess, and who by now should 
have, learned never to trust me 
with anything confidential, writes 
me thus this week: I reprint this 
part of his letter because his out- 
look is an important one, I re- 
spect his thinking. 

“I’m just back from a summer- 
long vacation which, in addition 
to other delights, insulated me 
from discussion of Jews and 
their problems for nearly three 
months. What a comfort that 
was you'll never know. 

“But on my return I felt the 
need of catching up with world 
events, so from the mountain of 
ymail that had accumulated in my 
fabsence I dug out and perused 
several recent issues of the Post; 
so now I’m again an authority on 
Jewish affairs. 

“Your front-page story in last 
week’s issue about the Mexican. 
situation is really shocking; to 
me, at any rate. I reacted to it 
more strongly than you did, judg- 
ing from your editorial-page 
comments. 

“One of the satisfying—and civ- 
ilized—aspects of being a Jew 
has been the degree of individ- 
ual responsibility it involves, and 
for myself I deny the right of 
any group to direct my life or 
my activities, regardless of the 
area of their immediate concern. 
In this case it happened to con- 
cern contributions, but next time 
it might be attendance at syna- 
gogue, ritual observance, paro- 
chial education, interfaith activi- 
ties, or heaven knows what. Free- 
dom of thought and action are 
too important to me to entrust 
them to any self-appoined Jewish 
fuhrers .. .”

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HIAS And CJFWF Protest 
NJP Merger Talks Story 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In your September 3, 1948 issue you printed a story under 
the head “HIAS REFUSES MERGER WITH JDC DESPITE 
NEED, CJFWF REPORTS.” 

We find that this head, and other contents of the story ap- 
parently, based on CJFWF Bulletin (Vol. 1, No. 3) dated Aug: 
yst, under the title, “HIAS-JDC-USNA MERGER NEGOTIA- 
TIONS” give a wrong impression of the HIAS intentions, role, 
and position in the current discussions between the agencies 
involved. 

After reviewing the CJFWF bulletin, we fail to find any 
mention or inference which could lead you to believe that 
HIAS has refused a merger with the JDC. As you point out 
in the third paragraph of your news item, the source of your 
information is from “a progress report by the CJFWF on the 
status of the merger talks involving the three agencies.” This 
report in no way connotes that HIAS has “continued to resist 
all efforts for a merger” as printed in your story, but rather 
points out that there have been proposals and counter proposals, 
geared to the Board instructions for overseas merger as the 
keystone, and with as much additional unification of service in 
this country as might mutually be accepted now, without ob- 
structing the overseas merger.” 

The latter paragraph is in explanation of the CJFWF state- 
ment that—“HIAS and the JDC reached virtual agreement on 
an overseas merger, but that the agreement stalled on the prob- 
jem of services to immigrants once they reached the U. S.” 
The report did not blame any of the agencies involved for the 
“stall.” 
ee eAS has not, as inferred by the banner over. your story, 
refused a merger with the JDC, and has never “seceded” from 
any plan looking toward a unification or co-ordination of ser- 
yices that will avoid duplication and render possible a more 
efficient service. Here, in brief, is the present status of the dis- 
cussions. 

Conferences have been recently held in which HIAS, JDC 
and USNA participated. In some, representatives of the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds were 
present as observers. As a result of these meetings, HIAS held 
an all-day conference of the Presidents and Directors of its 
various branches over the country, on July 16th last, in the 
City of New York, at which certain recommendations were 
unanimously adopted to be presented to the National Board. 
These recommendations were considered at a special meet- 
ing of the National Board held on July 22nd last. By letter of 
July 28th JDC and USNA were apprised of the action taken 
and of the nature of the recommendations adopted and favored 
by the National Board, and these agencies were told that HIAS 
was ready to continue the conferences. 

In general terms, HIAS favored the merger of the over- 
seas migration services of JDC with that of HIAS, by means 
of erecting a HIAS-JOINT overseas migration service with a 
policy-making body in New York, upon which HIAS and JDC 
should have equal representation. This is borne out by para- 
graph six of the CJFWF bulletin. With respect to USNA, HIAS 
stated that it was willing to unify or coordinate the reception, 
pier and temporary shelter services of USNA with that of HIAS 
and to make available the HIAS shelter on Lafayette Street 
in New York for that purpose; further that if it was necessary 
for the local agencies and for the HIAS-JOINT Overseas Agency 
to have one clearing house in the United States for the papers 
and documents that have to be processed, etc., a HIAS-USNA 
central clearing house might be established in New York to 
facilitate such services for the local agencies in this country. 

At this time, HIAS is still awaiting the setting of a date 
for the resumption of the conferences.

Our attention has been called to the article in the National 
Jewish Post of September 3 regarding the current JDC-HIAS- 
USNA merger negotiations. While much of the body of the 
article is accurate, the headline and first few paragraphs were 
not. The statements that the possibility of the merger had 
been “dashed” and that HIAS has continued to resist all efforts 
for a merger are not correct.

RABBI DISAGREES WITH STORY 
ON PHILADELPHIA KOSHER CAFE 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Kindly print the following ob- 
servations on the story “Phila- 
delphia’s Only Kosher Restaurant 
Closes.” 

1. I was never Mashgiach in 
the restaurant, as erroneously re- 
ported in the story. However, the 
Mashgiach appointed by the 
United Synagogue was directly 
responsible to me and under my 
guidance, as chairman of the 
Committee on Jewish law of the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America, 
Philadelphia Branch. 

2. Supervision of Kashrut is not 
necessarily a_ prerogative of 
rabbis trained in Europe. I don’t 
know to what degree the ortho- 
dox rabbis in Philadelphia are 
more qualified or more capable 
than their conservative colleagues 
in the work of Kashrut. But I 
do know that a responsibility un- 
dertaken by the United Syna- 
gogue in Philadelphia is on the 
level. 

3. The orthodox group was 
originally invited to co-operate in 
the work of this Kashrut project 
but didn’t deem it advisable to

As a former Montrealer, I can 
testify that the good Jews of my 
home town will be most surprised 
to learn that, “For 31 years, a 
Jew has not been elected to the 
legislature of the Province of Que- 
bec.” This inaccurate statement 
appeared in your August 13th is- 
sue in “Digest of the Yiddish 
Press.” Neither is it true that 
“Years ago one or two Jews did 
succeed in being elected in Mon- 
treal, especially in the heavily 
Jewish St. Louis division.” 

To keep the record straight 
please let me give you the facts. 
There have been Jews in the Que- 
bec Legislature for the past 35 
years or so. The new legislature 
is the first in many years in which 
no Jewish deputy will sit. The late 
Peter Bercovitch. K. C. sat in Que. 
bec for about 20 years until he re- 
signed and was elected to succeed 
the late Samuel W. Jacobs, K. C. 
in the Federal riding of Georges 
Cartier. For several years he was 
accompanied by another Jewish 
deputy, Joseph Cohen, K. C. who 
sat for St. Lawrence Division, a 
predominantly non-Jewish dis- 
trict. 

Louis Fitch, K. C. was elected 
as a Union Nationale candidate 
to complete Mr. Bercovitch’s un- 
finished term. This was the first 
and last time a Jew ran for elec- 
tion as a candidate of Premier 
Maurice Duplessis’ party. Mr. 
Fitch was defeated in the next 
election by Maurice Hartt, K. C. 
who sat for some years until he 
resigned to contest the Federal 
seat made vacant by the convic- 
tion of Fred Rose, M. P. one of 
the figures in the Soviet spy case. 
Mr. Hartt was elected and is now 
in Ottawa where he represents 
Georges Cartier, the traditionally

HAVE BEEN JEW IS BETTER OFF

n A Wally Forste was telling 

me about some former chil- 
dren of Israel he had seen among 
former children of Israel he had 
geen among the Arapahoe Indi- 
ans in the state of Wyoming; at 
any rate, old Dr. Roberts almost 
convinced him they were of the 
seed of Israel. 

Mr. Forste, who is outdoor edi- 
tor in the sports department of 
the daily newspaper of whose 
staff I am a member, had been 
out there on vacation and had 
met the ancient Dr. John Rob- 
ets, an Episcopal missionary 
who had been among the Ara- 
pahoes since the late 70s. He 
ig 84 years old. “Dr. Roberts,” 
said Mr. Forste, “is convinced 
that the Arapahoes are of the Lost 
tribes of Israel. Anthropologists 
and Ethnologists have been out 
to Wyoming to consult with Dr. 
Roberts on this theory of his. 


“He told me that the tribal 
tribal rites of the Arapahoes 
have much in common with the 
the Hebrew religious ritual. He 
they have a sacred pipe which 
to the Arapahoes contains a 
mystical significance similar to 
that which the Ark of the Cov- 
enant had in Israel, Before an 
old Araphahoe dies his eyes are 
allowed to look at the pipe.” 
According to certain anthropol- 

ogical opinion the Arapahoes 
came out of Asia by way of Si- 
beria, the Bering Strait, Alaska 
and thence southward. I couldn’t 
argue the matter with Mr. Forste 
~whether an Arapahoe is or isn’t 
a kinsman of mine—but I could 
imaginatively contemplate all the 
implications involved in a former 
member of the children of Israel 
becoming an Arapahoe. Let us 
consider, for example’s sake, the 
Arapahoe who is known as Fly- 
ing Horse. 


IF I EVER get out to Wyoming 
I shall look up Flying Horse and 
greet him fraternally. ‘Flying 
Horse, I hear you are a kinsman 
of mine, and greetings. You and 
I came out of the same begin- 
ning, it seems.” 

“You mean,” he -asks, “you 
Jewish?” He had heard some- 
thing of his Israelitish origin 
from old Dr. Roberts. He men- 
tions—and I detect a tinge of re- 
gret in his voice—that he would 
be Jew instead of Indian if his 


ancestors hadn’t got lost. He looks | 


enviously at me in the well-press- 


ed pants of civilization—“You 


Jew, I Arapahoe”—He doesn’t 
seem happy at all. 

“Flying Horse,” I say, “maybe 
you haven’t missed so much af- 


‘er all, Maybe I myself would 


rather be an Arapahoe with noth- 
ing much to worry about. But 
then, again, maybe I would rath- 
er not be an Arapahoe who has 
to live without hot and cold run- 
ning water. Flying Horse, you 
would have a lot of Tsoros if 
you had turned out to be a Jew 
instead of an Arapahoe. One 
Tsore after another. You would 
be worried about anti-Semites or 
on account of other Zionists. If 
you were one kind of Zionist you 
would probably be eating your 
heart out because other Zionists 
dont think about Zionism the way 

you do, 
“Being an Arapahoe is nothing 
Vy in your mind. It doesn’t 
haunt you all the time, if at all. 
If you were a Jew that fact 
Would forever impinge on your 
mind, like a continuous bell ring- 
ing... ding-dong, ding-dong .. . 
like that, Flying Horse! Almost 
tvery minute a Jewish problem 
wold be knocking on your head. 
Yr you would be asking, just 


What is a Jew—religion or a race, 


Or, what can I, the Jew, do to 
make myself pleasing to other 
people who aren’t Jews; it seems 
I just can’t please them. Or, is 
there something the matter with 
me, but how can there be some- 
thing the matter with me, I real- 
ly am a decent guy who has 
never been in any trouble, a good 
citizen, who does his part in the 
community where he lives, But 
I get pushed around anyway only 
because I’m a Jew,

“MAYBE, FLYING HORSE, it's 
better that your ancestors got 
lost so that you became just a 
simple, uncomplicated Arapahoe. 
There’s something else, Flying 
Horse: As a_ good, law-abiding 
Arapahoe, you don’t get blamed 
for the sins of other no-good Ar- 
apahoes. You yourself continue 
a respected Arapahoe, regardless 
of the occasional Arapahoe heel. 
Moreover, my dear Flying Horse, 
as an Arapahoe you are an ac- 
cepted man in the world who 
needs to make no apologies for 
being in it. You Arapahoes don’t 
have to organize anti-defamation 
leagues to explain yourselves or 
just to fight .for the honor of 
your name.

Neumann said the General 
Zionists fought this issue all the 
way because shutting of the 
Agency in the U. S. would maim 
the strength and_ support of 
American Zionists to Israel in a 
critical period. 

Public Relations Job 

The Agency branch will remain 
active in the U. S., supervising 
public relations in the Western 
Hemisphere and stimulating cap- 
jtal investments in Israel, Neu- 
mann said. 

{t was learned that a serious 
rift has‘split the General Zionists 
in Israel. The ZOA delegation to 
the World Conferedation of Gen- 
eral Zionists, which met in Israel 
prior to the Actions committee 
meeting, succeeded in uniting 
Group A (leftist) with group B 
(rightist) General Zionists. 
“Neumann said, however, that 
efforts failed to win over Oved Ha 
Zioni, the General Zionist work- 
ers. This group, which defied 
Dr. Silver’s appeal to join the His- 
tadrut to form one labor move- 
ment in Israel, merged with 
Aliyah Hadassah, a group of new 
immigrants who are _ politically 
moderate.

New Committee

12 to 15 representatives of dif- 
fering points of view who are to 
draft detailed proposals. 
Among economic aid-to-Israel 
proposals suggested by Neumann 
and taken up by the national ad- 
ministration were these: 


1. Launching of a $2,500,000 
food project with William Sylk 
of Philadelphia as national chair- 
man. The ZOA took over the 
food campaign in an agreement 
reached recently with Materials 
for Palestine, a major projffiect 
sponsored by members of the 
CPZ. 


2. Formation of the “Israel Cor- 
poration of America,” a $25,000,- 
000 corporation dedicated to the 
building of houses in Israel and 
promoting essential industries 
there. 


Alex Birnbaum of Atlantic 
City, objected to the corporation. 
He said it would compete with the 
Palestine Economic Corporation, 
In rebuttal, Abraham Goodman, 
ZOA vice president from Miami 
Beach, said that the PEC had al- 
ready agreed there would be no 
conflict and that the ZOA plan- 
ned to work with the PEC, 


The education proposals, pre- 
sented by ZOA educational direct- 
or Carl Alpert, were the most ex- 
tensive and far reaching yet of- 
fered at any national ZOA par- 
ley. In a 20-point program, 
adopted by the administration, Al- 
pert called for: 


ZOA-sponsored courses in 
Zionism and Israel at all major 
institutions of higher learning, 
traveling, pictorial exhibits on 
Israel, ZOA_ fellowships to Is- 
rael for Talmud Torah students, 
summer institute for adults, mu- 
sical recording of Israeli mu- 
sic, monthly digest magazine of 
best Israeli and Zionist writings, 
radio programs on Israel, U. S, 
tours by Israeli artists and enter- 
tainer, a Zionist little theater on 
a national scale with local ZOA 
dramatic groups, a nationwide Is- 
raeli and English book _ service, 
ZOA participation in local Bu- 
reaus of Jewish education, curric- 
ular aids on Israel in Jewish 
schools, organized tours of Isra- 
el, fellowships for promising 
American Jewish artists, Israeli 
art objects for American Jewish 
homes, among other proposals. 


Other resolutions called for a 
broader chalutziut program, em- 
phasizing general training ‘in 
skills for industry and business 
enterprises, rather than just 
agricultural preparation. 





AR AB LEAGUE PALESTINE GOVT 
SET UP: ABDULLAH REJECTS IT 


AMMAN, Transjordan—The Arab League cracked wide open 
this week in the announcement by some members of the creation 
of an Arab Government for Palestine and the prompt warning of 


a fight against it by Transjordan. 


King Abdullah of Transjordan said establishment of an Arab 


Government in Palestine 
amounted to recognition of parti- 
tion, to which the Arab League 
has been steadfastly opposed. 

What Abdullah really feared 
was that the League planned to 
set his bitterest political enemy, 
the ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, in 
power. 

Abdullah had nutured hopes 
of incorporating the Arab sec- 
tion into Transjordan, a hope 

given strong support in the 
posthumous Palestine report 
by Count Bernadotte. 

Ahmad Hilmi Pasha, Arab 
Military Governor of Jerusalem, 
was named premier of the new 
Arab Govenment. 

Abdullah Bitter 

Abdullah furiously told the 
League he would not permit for- 
mation of any such government 
“within the security zone of the 
Transjordan Government, which 





extends from the Egyptian King- 
dom’s frontiers to the frontiers 
of Syria and Lebanon.” 


The Transjordan king, in his 
challenge to the League, named 
his Arab Legion commander in 
Jerusalem's ‘old city, as military 
governor. 

James El Husseini a nephew 
of the ex-Mufti, was scheduled to 
be minister of the interior of the 
new government. He went to 
Amman to bid for Abdullah’s sup- 
port and ran into the blast at the 
League. 

The open fight pitted Abdullah, 
aided by neighboring Iraq, 
against Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, 
Saudia Arabia and Yemen. 

Abdullah did not indicate how 
far he was prepared to go in 
fighting the new regime. His

Special security precautions 
were ordered after news arrived 
of the assassination of Count Ber- 
nadotte. Frequent reports of 
Sternist threats have been heard 
in London and one division of the 
British police force has been or- 
ganized to deal with letter bombs. 

The explosives were found by 
Scotland Yard detectives in an 
East End grocery during an in- 
vestigation connected with the 
hunt for Stern gang members, 

Monti Harris, 23, was arrested 
in the shop, and Nathan Burns, 
also 23, was arrested later. 

They were charged with un 
lawful possession of explosives 
and inflammable material which 
officers. said could be used for 
manufacture of bombs. Some 

U.S. ammunition also was 

found in the shop. 

At an earlier hearing, a Scot- 
land Yard official said he was 
looking for a third man and that 
the search might be ruined if tre 
defendants were released. The 
court denied the pair bail.
